Sally, a Salmon River Indian, sworn, 
said: SVitness' father was iianiud Kai- 
wooa; he was hanged at Naiiaimo; Quain- 
let was a wil iiess agaiiiat him; know the 
prisoner; he is u\y father's brother: aliort- 
ly after the hanging witiiei?s was sitting 
in her father's hoiiae crying; Quanilot 
came in and pat hia hand on witness' 
forehead and told her not to cry as she 
would find out shortly what ho would do... 
Witness made no re))Ty, because she waa 
angry with him for some time because ho 
li.-id given evideiiei; whieli was the cause 
of her fiitlier'a death. The next time 
Qimnilet called it waa just about dark, 
and he waa accomiianied by .lobnnio; tho 
prisoner said, "Don't have a bad opinion 
of me any moi-e; don't think any more 
about what 1 did with your father, for I 
have madi' anieiidnient. 1 killed two white 
men near Clieinainus. " W itness thought 
.lohnnie was at Cheiiiaimis with prisoner; 
(.Jnamlet did not say wdiether Johnnie 
was with him. The conversation took 
lilace shortly after her father was hanged, 
.lohnnie ia dead; don't know how ho died; 

.lohn Wilson, sworn, saiil Am em- 
|iloyed on the sle.aiiier Amelia; was in Na- 
naiiuo about ilictino' Kaiwooa waahangod; 
knew Miller and Dring well; know tho 
hangman by sight; there was a marked 
resemblance 'jotween Dring and the hang- 
iii.'ui in their features; they were about 
oO yv.-.iva old; their height was over six 

feet. 

,Sergt. I''lewiii, sworn, said — 1 knew 
Miller and Bring; I knew the hangman 
who hanged Ivaiwoos; there was a Strong 
resemblance bettveen him and Dring; hia 
beard was a trifle grayer; lioth men wore 
over six feet in lieigbt, and were Iwith 
raw-boned men willi slnopino .shouldors. 

By .Mr. .Mills I have known Miller for 
about Iti years, Dring for some time, how 
long I cannot .say , I kiu!W tho hangman 
.ibout a year; he is dead now. 

Mr. Aiills -1 did not know that. 

Siipi. Royeraft — He was crushed by an 

accident al NaiiaiuiO.

BOTJLANGER AND THE WHEAT 
DEAL. 

It is now known tint tlie French (!on- 
eral Boulanirer was at tho bottom of the 
wheat deal which resulted so disastrously 
for curtain moneyed nieu in California; 
such, however, is believed to be tho fact. 
It is not proposed to hold the French gen- 
eral financially responsible, but of his be- 
ing the in.spiration of tlie deal there is lit- 
tle doubt. Some people in San l''raiici.si;() 
are talking a.s if the ordinary man's foro- 
sight was as good as his hindsight. We 
assume that liie deal was preposterous, 
and so it appeal's from this point of obser- 
vation. Bnt let us suppose that General 
Boulangor had not been mistaken in his 
ooiitldent expectations that the European 
complications would euluiiiiato in wai' 
early this sunmier. Frnui that [loint of 
observation much less a buiii than 
was invested in tlie wheat dual 
would have doubled the ordi- 
nary price of wheat. There were 
millions in it. The speculation was dis- 
astrous only because (!eii, Boularger hail 
overrated his intbuiiiee witli the P'rench 
p«o)>!e. lie would have had war if he had 
had the pnwer. I'lil when the portfolio 
of the war department taken from 

liirn reducing liim to the rank of military 
comuiander of an interior dopartnient, the 
wlieaL deal bec.imo impo.s.sible. The gen- 
eral good crops in Muropo helped to make 
it disastrous. in place of a general pur- 
chase of whe.it, as w<nild have been the 
case if war had broken out, there \sas a 
general disposition to sell. Probably tlie 
commercial and linaneial world will never 
know by what a nari'nw chance a grouj) <jf 
San Francisco bnikert; missed fixing the 
price of wheat for all I'^urope for the year 
to come. It is not worth cjur 
while to enter into all tliu minutiiu of 
the. speculation. It might be diffi- 
cult to prove that the millions in 
sight to o|)urato with woidd jnirehase all 
that would be oti'eretl. But all sjiecuhi- 
tors C(mnt on the force uf a movement. 
When the tendency i.s up, a littK- niuney 
sends the article higher. Feoplo buy be- 
cause-it is going up, .md holders refuse to 
selLlor-tlie a&me reason. In the event of 
a war the world would have worked with 
tile San Francisco wheat clicpie; so, in 
the event of peace, it worked against 
theui. A good many smart men are go- 
ing about niiw uonilering how generally 
capable Inisiuess men cdulil be such fooks. 
But the real fool in the nial tor is (Jeneral 
Boulanger. He did not buy any wheat 
as far as is known, but, assuming to be in 
tlie secrets of the government he served, 
ho furnislied iniurmation which ap- 
parently made tlie deal a fair busi- 
ness venture of a speculative ehaiacter. 
No one accuses the (ieneral of bad faith. 
He represented thingu as ho believed them 
to bo. He thought there would be wSir, 
but war did not come. When he was or- 
dered out. of Paris, he doubtless (expected 
that the p<ii)ulace would (leiuaml his res- 
toration. A good many besides Boulang- 
er believed that a ministry could nob be 
formed that did not include Boulanger as 
minister of war. The issue was a [leace 
ministry without I'.nulanger, or a war 
minialiy with Boulanger. If the latter 
had prevailed, the wheat deal would in all 
probability have been :i snccess. As it 
it did not prevail, the wheat deal was a 
Hoiuowliftt costly failure. Boulanger is 
again raising his voice for war. Ho says 
the time haa not conn; for llie ilisarnia- 
mellt of Kurijjie. He has not li.\ud the 
date of the outbreak of war, but if he can 
have Ilia way it will not be far oU'. 



BANK OF U. N. A. 



A general meeting of the propi'ielors of 
the Bank of British North .Vnieric.i wa.s 
held recently, on the (ith instant, at tiu' 
corporation's ollices in London. .After- 
wards an extraordinary meeting wa.s held 
for tho purj)r>R0 of electing a director in 
the place of Nir, \. 11. Phillpots, who h.-ul 
resigiiDd tlirough ill health. 

The chairman, Mr. K. A. Iloare, said; 
In the report that has already reached 
you by the post your direetors state that 
"after a careful examinatiun of tho ac- 
t:ounls of the b.mk up t(j the latest date 
received from the branches and agencies 
tho court of directors have tleelared an in- 
terim dividend tor tjie half-year eiuled 
iiOth .fune last, of ."i,") shillings por share, 
being at the rate of 7 per cent, per ail- 
num, [layalilc, fiec! of income tax, <in tho 
4th of Octolau- next." That paragraph 
states concisely the ri'snlt of the investi- 
gations hy the' court of diri'i.'tors into Ihe 
busineas done liy the bank liuring the 
half-year ended on .J une liOlh last. We 
have been well satisfied with tiio prolits 
earned tlirougliout tlie bank, and we have 
been pBrticuIarly pleased to see some of 
the branches which have hitherto occu- 
pied rather a secondary position contribu- 
ting more in |)i'o|iorlion to the general 
fund of prolits than they havi- In^fnie 
done. This wo very much hope may be a 
feature which will bo still further devel- 
ojjed ill future years. The business done 
by tlie bank lias, as T have said, been 
Balisfacl(/ry throughoul as regards 
the earnings which have been 
made. There is, however, one i)oint to

which have occurred in !3t. John, Now 
Brunswick. Ah you are aware, this bank 
haa for many years had a branch in that 
place, and we could hardly have hoped 
that where failures liave Tbeen'* so numer- 
ous and so serious it would be possible for 
UB entirely to escape. We, With others, 
have made losses there~*<iltil'ing tho past 
half year. But it is well to state that 
everything haa been jirovided for as 
though it were completely bad before wo 
can^e. tpithe ..declaration o£ n i dividend at 
this time, ^lyjihing i^at^ ytf may re- 
cover hereafter will be to tlie 'good. All 
has boon fully |)rovidod for. There is 
one other matter to which I should hardly 
have drawn your attiuition had it not 
been that mention had been made of it ni 
the Londiui nuws|)apers, and that possibly 
it has been seen by some of the proprie- 
toni^- and may 'have cauBed- them aonie 
little uiioaainoBS. A statement' appeared 
in one of tlie London iiewspaiiers 
in tlio form of a telegnun from Ottawi 
to tho ofl'oct that li lirm trad- 
ing in St. J(dui, Now Brunswick, had in- 
stituted legal procoedinga against this 
bank, claiming damages to a very consid- 
erable sum. Tho stjiteniont which accom- 
panied the telegram was so inaccurate, 
that although it is not usually the policy 
of your directors to notice any nowapaper 
commenta upon our methods of conduot- 
ini; our business, we still thought it de- 
sirable on this occasion to instruct the 
bank's solicitors to put a lirm contradic- 
tion of the statement in the next issue of 
tho paper. That 'was done', and there, for 
the present, tho matter remains. The 
case is before the courts in Canada, and it 
would therefiu'o be unheconiing for nie to 
say anything more than that the directors 
await the issue of tho action with oonll- 
dence. In the report you will see that 
the branch recently oponed at Vancou- 
ver is mentioned f<n- tho first time. W'o 
now extend our ollices from llalifav in 
tho Maritime provinciss as far .-is X'ictoi'ia 
in British Colund)ia. We hope that the 
branch recently openeil in W innipeg, and 
that atill more recently opened at Van- 
couver which 1 have just mentioned, may 
contribute to the profits and to the influ- 
ence of the bank in future. The growth 
of business in both cases we feel is likely 
to ho slow, bnt wo shall not be disap- 
pointed if it is so, fcu- we wish it to bo 
good. 1 think that thoru is nothing fur- 
ther calling for i<ny particular remark 
from me, and 1 beg to move the adoption 
of the report. 

The meeting was then resolved into an 
extraordinary general meeting for the 
purpose of electing a director in tlie place 
of Mr. A. H. Phillpotts who hasresigiieil. 
The chairman said: Mr. Phillpotts has 
for the past twenty- four years labiu-ed as 
siiluoualy in tho service of the liaiik, and 
1 think that it would bo iinposailile for 
anyone who has not had the plea.sure and 
tho privilege of working with him to 
know the value of the services that dur 
iiig that .long period he has rendered t< 
tho interests of tho bank. 1, niyaelf, l)o 
ing the junior nienibor of tin; court have 
had but seven years' experience Lif the 
value of his sound judgment, and of the 
eonatant advantage which has been de- 
rived from his long experience. But 
those who have been with him longer and 
sat for a longer term upon your court of 
directors appreciate this \ery fully in- 
deed. .-Xnd wo feel, all of us, very great 
regret that owing to ill health, which has 
recently pressed upon .Mr. Phillpolls very 
Kiiverely, ho has felt compelled to resign 
hia seat. As a successor to Mr. Phill- 
|)otta the name of Mr. George Dunbar 
Whatman will be brought before you by 
Mr. Faner, who is to propose him. Mr. 
Farrer said: I sat for threo-and-twenty 
vears or nearlj' so as a colleague 
of Mr. Phillpotts on this board. Evury- 
t'-.ing that Mr. Iloare has said 1 moat 
fully endorse. He was a man of most 
genial, amiable, ccmrteous temper; he was 
a man of indoniital)le industry; lie was a 
man of great knowledge of business, and, 
thorofore, I think it is a very great loss 
to this board, and a very great loss lot In- 
shareholders, that he should be ciunpellkid 
to resign. Ho hus been wishing to do so 
for some months past. His health has 
fairly broken down, and we ftdt f(U' the 
sake of that alone that wo c^oiild not pn^ss 
him to stay on. Then tho cpiesLioii was 
who, in the best interests of the Bank, 
should take his place. Of course you 
elect his successor, but you very ttfteu in 
the past allowed us to a certain oxteiil to 
suggest (iiie whom we think a good m.-m, 
and have treated us very courteously in 
such matters, .-^s far as we know Mr. 
Whatman is an exce|jtionally good man. 
lie ia a man of great knowledge of buai- 
ness; he ia a man of mature middle age; 
and lie ia a very jileaaant man to deal 
witli He has peculiar connei-tiona witli 
Cunaila. I |e is a director of the t^aiL-tda 
Comiiauy; he has travelled in Canada; and 
altogether I think we might have looked 
very far before tinding a man more likely 
to supply Mr. Phillpott's place. He is a 
|)ersonal friend of mine; 1 have worked 
with him on other boards, and therefore 1 
can speak with contideiice of his .almost 
exceptional merits, lie is not here to- 
day, and 1 am the cause of that. He is 
in tlie north of Scotland; and 1- said that 
1 did iKit think that you wish'ed to bring 
him up here solely for the purjKise of 
showing himself. 1 hope I did not do 
wrong. 1 have very great pleasure in pro- 
posing Mr. (Jeorge Ilunbiu' What man for a 
seat on this ho.-ird, and I think, when yoii 
come to see and know him, after a few 
years' time, you will think that we have 
(lone as well as we possibly could." Mr. 
Bohei'tson seconded the motion, which 
was agreeil !(■ unit. i;,,,. Mr. Ulliaoke, 
in proposing a vole of thanks to the 
Court of l)irei:tois, expresseil great re 
grot at the retirement of Mr. I'hillpotts. 
He had always observed that Mr. Phill- 
potts gave great care and attention to the 
interests of the bank, and to shareholders 
re(|iiest iiiL; information he was uniformly 
courleous .and considerate. lie fell, great 
regret for Mr, Phillpott's retirement from 
its cause. Mo was always to be seen 
there attending to tho duties of his po.si- 
tion, and thoru was not a single share- 
holder who did not deeply regret Hiat ill 
health had caused him to retire. Uo 
would carry with him tlie bt^st wislnis of 
all the shareholders. The motion Wa.s 
duly aeconded and carried, and a brief 
response from the chairman concluded 
the proceedings.
